He gave it some serious consider- 
ation, but never brought himself to 
the point of doing anything about 
it. While fully conscious of his 
achievements he could not bring 
himself to write his. own story of 
his lifes and he was finally averse 
to having anything written about 
himself while he was yet alive. 

__ “He died at Palm Beach, Florida, 
March 27, 1936, In the Fall of that 
‘year this treatisg of his life wag be- 
gun at the invitation of Mrs, Chap- 
man. It has been a pleasant but not 
an easy task. The circle of Dr. 
Chapman's activities was as wide 
28 the world of music, The magni- 
tude of his work was little realized. 
He did everything on a lavish scale, 
His music festivals extended over 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
New York, and into the Province 
of New Brunswick, At one time he 
had nine choruses fn and about the 
City of New York.
